A force connisting of 100 Canadians of 

I lie Toronto cunipnny, nnd 200 (>uecns- 
iaudera, coinniuudod by Col. Rickards. 
two guns nnd a horse battery under 
Mujor Do Rougeniont, 40 mounted in- 
fantry unu- f Lieut. Byan, and 200 of the 
Cornwall Ijifjlit Infantry, the whole coni- 
maiided by C-ol. Pitcher, left Itehnont 
yesterday at noon on a march westward, 
eoverinf; 20 niileti before sunset. The 
movement was very dilllcnlt, owin^' to 
the fact tliat the movenient-s of troops 
are i. uiediateJy eoniuiimicated to the 
Hoers by natives. To prevent thw Col. 
I.'ileher, in makinR his forced marches 
from Belmont, left a British trooper at 
every farm liouKe, witli instnielions not 
to allow the nativi^s to leave their houses, 
tlie patrols calling the names of tlie 
iiutires hourly in order to prevent ilieir 
escape. 

Tlie force eiieaniped at Cook's Farm, 
where the troops were welcomed enthusi- 
astically. At o'clock this moraing the 
force approached a spot where a laager 
of the Boers was reported. Col. Pilcher, 
ou approacliing the poaltions, which wns 

II line of strong Itopjes, detached Major 
De Rmigemont -with the guns, the 
Torynti's and mounted infantrj- to work 
toward the rijjht, inakiiig n turning 
inovonient him.self with the Queens- 
landers towards the south position. The 
inaiiocuvrc was a complete success, the 
Dritisli shells being the iirst indication of 
the prctience of the troops. 

(Jnc of the mounted patrols .scut east, 
consisting' of four men, commanded by 
laeiit. .\die. suddenly eucouutored four- 
teen lioers, who opened lire. Tlu? I^ien- 
teuaiit was severely wotnided, and Priv- 
ate liutler f-'ave u]i his liorse in order to 
carry liis lieiitenaiif out of ranj;e. 
.\iioiher private who.se hor.'ie had ih(vlted 
|)liiel;ily returned to render a.sNistauce. 
He was wounded in tlie leg and hit^ horse 
was killed. 

.Meanwhile l/ie'nt. I'.yan, wlio had 
worked niaf;nilicently, re;-;,rt.'<i that the 
veldt on the ri;,'ht of the enemy was 
clear, and thereupon -Major De JtoUKc- 
iiiont ordered the Kims to a trot. They 
arrived within l,."i(l(l yards of llie laager, 
unlimlieri'd, ami planted liv(- sliells in as 
iiiany niinntes within the laager. Im- 
nicdiatel.v the enemy could be seen 
ctreainin;? over tlie kopje. They wer<! 
iMiiiipletely stiriirined, hut niiickly opened 
n well-directed fire. 

\ re|K)rter of (lie A,ssocia'.ed PrcKS had 
the privilcfre of earryiiiK an order to the 
Toronto company to doulile-quick into 
action. The order was received with 
great satisraclion. The company rushed 
forward iiintil within a thousand yards 
of the enemy's jxisition, when it opened 
a hot fire upon the kopje and completely 
suliduod the Boer fire. 

The British artillery flhelled the posi- 
tion with wonderful accuracy, while 
Lieut. Ryan with mounted infantry 
worked around and completely uncov- 
'M-ed file fire of the Boers, who had been 
hidden in tlie bushes. 

Meanwhile Ool. Pilolier. with the 
Qneen.«landers, taking advantage of 
every cover, made a direct attack, the 
-Anstraliaiis moviiifr slowly 'but surely, 
and only shonlini.' when they saw the 
• lO'iiiy retire under their ste.ady lire. 
The t^iieeiislanili'i's ln'haved with perfect 
cooliiet-fi. laughing and challliig even nt 
tlie moment of greatest peril. They had 
I H ii iirivates killed, bc«ides Lieut. Adie 
wounded. 

l>i;ring the advaiii'e th(> Boers' lire 
siidileiil.v ceased. Thirty-live Hoers 
hoisted a white ll.ag and surremlered. A 
portion of the Toroiitos niovi'd across the 
fidiit id' the gnus and entered a laager 
whence the Hoers liad lied. I'lmrteen 
tents, three wagons, a gicat Hlore of 
I'illes, ammunition, forage, r-.addles and 
caiiil) etiuipmeut, and numerous incrimin- 
ating papers were captured, 

Tlie Hoers lost six killed and twelve 
wounded. 

The Torontos stood the galling fire 
with admirnble patience, never wasting 

a shot. 

Loiiiloii, ,lan. 2. — The wnr otlhw re- 
ceived the following from Capetown 
under to-day's date:

Aecoidiiig lo them the British were 
still rilu'lling the lioor i)o&ition at "> 
o'eloek on Monday evening, and expi'cled 
to enter Coh>shorg to-day. 

The KritisU losses wcrii three men 
kilkMl ,iiid seven woimded, none of them 
iieliig otlieors. The Boers are suppo.sed 
to Jiitve suffered heavily from the ac- 
curacy of the British artillery fire. 

Gen. French's etatement that the 
Boera were using a 15-poiinder and 
Woolwich ammunition evidently refers 
to one of the British guns t-aptiired at 
Stormborg.

Kensburg, ("ape Colony. .Tan. 1. — Gen. 
French li.is completely defeated the. 
Boers anil occupied ( oles'luirg. The Gen- 
eral fontinneil to k'>ej) the Boers on the 
move, and pressed them closely on Sat- 
urday, giving them no time to innkc ii 
prolonged stand, and when the day broke 
he was within striking distance of tlie 
enemy.

THE WAR. 

The new yvnv opens with two silPoess- 
ful eiigaKL'jjioiiltj for our Jirms, ouo of 
thom being Gen. French's capture of 
Colcsburg, und the other the capture of 
la Boer liiagor, northwest of Boliuout, by 
Col. I'ilchor's coliium. Tho iuiportiiuce 
of the latter is because it shows that 
our plans have been somewkat changed, 
and that instead of conttning itself to a 
frontal attack at Jlodder Itiver, Gen. 
Methucn's oouiuuuid is luakiajj a llauk 
moveiuout arouuU the Boer right. In 
'Connection with this there comes the in 
-teresting statement that the strength of 
tlie Boer forces on their left flank at 
Alodder Kiver has been materially de 
creased of late. Beohuunahnd has been 
a recruit.flg ground for the enemy ever 
since the annexation proclamation, but 
Pilchor's smcLss will go far to repress- 
ing any furtluT oxliibitions of disloyalty 
in that lU'isliburhoud. 

Gen. I'"reiii h's oporatioiis at Coicsburg 
have Ihh'II cDneliioted with coasumniato 
skill; ho has hastj'.'.in! -.-ilowly. Knowing 
■that 'ho had an ciUrciU'luHl enemy m en- 
counter, he has uoi hurli'il his nieu at 
ttacm but has turned ihcii- ll:iuk and 
threatened their line of retreat before 
attacking. The enemy were prepared for 
an assault on tho south, but French, 
isendiiig his inf;intry forward in watrons 
accompanied by a siron^ force of iiionnt- 
ed men and lield artillery, Ueliverod liis 
blow from the west, at the same time 
making a feint from tho south. The 
ISoors replied with vigor, but, beins so 
couipletely taken by surprise, at an ci'.rly 
hour 'began their retreat and Colesburi; 
■ with a considerable stock of stores and 
ammunition was taken possession of by 
our troops at a very small cost of life. 

Colcsburg is twelv>> miles soiitb of Is'or- 
vals Pont whore the railway to Bliveni- 
lontein crosses the Orange Ifiver. It is 
about tile same distance from the high- 
way bridge over ilie rivi'r on tho old main 
trunk road (hniugh the Orange Free 
ytate. Tlii'se two bridges are about 
twelve miles apart. 'I'bere is a third 
■bridge at Betluilie where the railway 
from East London to Springfouteiu 
crosses the Ornnge River. This is about 
twenty miles farther up stream than 
Norval's I'ont, lluis making tlirce 
bridges within a distance of about thirty 
■miles, two of them being railway bridges 
an-d one of them a highway bridge. 
These arc the points at which an invad- 
ing fon-e must enter the I''rce State, and 
the first two are possibly now ■within 
reach of Gen. French's column. If lie 
lias a strong enough force to be ahle 
to «pare a few thousand men. he can 
send iliem across country and capture 
the Bcthulie bridge, thereby cutting ofT 
the retreat of the Boer command, which 
at Stormberg Junction is confronting 
Gatacre's column. It is by uo means im- 
probable that tho liocr commander at 
ytorinberg, in view of this possibility and 
also in view of the probability of an 
early invasion of Free State territory, 
may retire pn Springfontcin, destroying 
tho line of railway as he retreats in 
order to prevent pursuit by tiatacre. 

While the lighting at (Jolcshnrg does 
not appear to have beeu very fieven', 
Gea. French's achievement is one of 
great importance from a strategic ii.iint 
of view. It completely .•I'ters the eoni- 
lyiexion of affairs in iluit port ion of 
Cape Colony, and upeiis tln> way for ilie 
consummati(Ui of (jcn. Bnller's original 
plan of invading the Free Slate. 

A rather brilliant nfluir is reported 
from near Dordrecht. A small party of 
our men were engaged in scunting, ami 
were attacked by the I'.oers. The lien- 
tenaat in command, being severely 
wounded, his men refused to leave him, 
althongh the nnuihihition of the little 
party appeared inevitable. .\ighl only 
tiaviMl llieni. On tho following i\::y a 
force of SOU Boers attacked them, but 
iiappily Capt. Montgomery cumo to their 
rescue with a compapatively small 
inouuted force, bis allai^lc 1 ing so vig- 
orous that the enemy were i»lllsed with 
a loss of eight men killed a I a number 
wounded, and the little see sting party 
rescued from its dtleninia. This oxceeding- 
ly brillianl iui'e,> of work is said to have 
iprodliccd a iii-oroiiiii! elTeut upon ihe Boer 
farmers and enniiili'h'ly slooped i-eeruiling 
in that ueigliborlio,>'.l. 'I'lie evi'iits 
above referred to uiken in connection 
with the opening of tho ladwo's collier- 
ier lino by Ocn. Gatncre i*how, that our 
comiuanders have learned wisdom from 
their reverses, a 'id will hereafter en- 
deavor to accomiilisli uiorc by strategy 
and trust less to the dash and courage of 
Iheir soldiers. 

The engagement of Gen. I'ilcber's col- 
umn iiossesses !i special interest to (Can- 
adians, because it was the first in u bieb 
Nny of our contingent were concerned. 
The brunt of the lighting -was borm- l)y 
the colonial force froai (.Mieenslaiid. 

llOUdll HIDEnS. 

Some days ago the Colonist suggcvstcd 
that the people of British Columbia 
should take steps to put a corps of 
ICoilffh Riders in tin? field in South 
Africa. 'J"Ik- propositi met with a favor- 
aible reception ou tho tstrect, but it has 
rcm,ained for Vancouver to give the mat- 
ter practicttr shape, and a mass nicctiiiK 
was lield in - that city ou Monday e> en- 
ing, :it which resolutions were p.u-sed 
urging the government to equip live 
hundred scouts for tho front. While 
we i-egret that tht people of ' yictoria 



will not have, as they might have had, 
the credit of inaugurating this timely and 
patriotic movement, we hope they will 
iiot allow this to;stand in^.^the <>vay of 
their hetirty 'cb-oiieratlbn with"*Vttncoii- 
ver. Roecut events liave shown that 
what the army most needs \f uiouuled 
nfcu, and uo part of the Empire can sup- 
ply a more elUcient corps than British 
Columbia. A meeting of citizens, call',".! 
at an early day, would certainly eudorse 
the poc^ition taken by Vancouver. This 
province is rich enough to be able to 
place five hundred mounted men at the 
disposai of Her Majesty. 



THE COMING SE3SSION. 

We have not been taken into the con- 
tideneo of the government, and are there- 
fore unable to say what will be in the 
speech with which the Lientenant-Gover- 
nor will open the legislatUTO, l)Ut there 
arc some matters, which might be men- 
tioned with propriioty. It is the tinic- 
lionored practice to congratulate tlie leg- 
islature upon certaiu things, and we 
therefore anticipate c^omething after the 
following fashion: 

" I desire to congratulate you upon the 
fact that the legislation of last .session 
has had the elVect of elosing <lo\vii the 
silver mines of Sloean, thereby retain- 
ing in the bowels of the earth for the use 
of succeeding generations those stores of 
preciout! metals, which might have other- 
wise been carried away to a foreign 
ciiniitvy to lie eonvi'rted into liuUion." 

Then ills Honor, wlo has vit^iteil .Vtlin 
ilnring the receris, will doubtless be asked 
to say something like this: 

■ I visited the gold fields in tlie nertli- 
1 III jiarl of tlie province ;iiiil w,-is iiuieli 
impri'sseii by the great pos.sibili > ies of 
that district, and I must cougratiilate 
you upon the fact that the policy of my 
advisers has been such that designing 
peoi)le have only been able to get about 
•SI.OOO.OOO in gold out of Atlin, when bnt 
for your legislation of last session 
.•s,"),00(i.iiiiO would doubtless have been e.\- 
tiaeted." 

.\s it is proper to refer to any exei u- 
tive acts of an unusual character, wi' 
!oolc for something like this: 
I ■■ In (M'der Id prevent the exercuse by 
any one member of the govcriuiicnt of 
the functions of two ministers, the legis- 
lature last year by special enactment 
provided that this should only bo the 
case wlier-e a niini.-^ter is absent from the 
t'apital nr unable to attend to liirf duties 
by rcasun of sickness; b;it 1 have to 
inform you that in the opinion of niy ad- 
vi.s(>rs the |)laili ilirei^tion given by tlie 
legislature was .'i piee(> of nselet-s rnh- 
hish. and that Mr. b'rancis h. Carter- 
Cotton has lichen apiioinled chief (•oiiiiiiis- 
siotier of hinds iiiid works, ami Iku-; cxer- 
l ised the, functions of thus olll-ce, luu- 
witlistanding the fact that he was and 
still is finance minister and niini.ster of 
agrieiiltlire. I mention this that you 
may hereafter bo saved t,lie trouble of 
iiassiug laws, which my advisens do uot 
liropose to pay any attention to." 

I'hcre nvi' some odier matters of the 
riaiiie niiicpie charac-ler to whieli His 
Honor might with propriety make refer- 
ence. As wo have said, Wo are not ad- 
vised that ho will do so. lie may con- 
lino himself to congratulating the prov- 
ince upon the great falling ofT in its 
revomie, upon the phenomenally liad eon 
clition of till' roads, and upon the fact 
that his advisers have prevented the cx- 
iieiiditure of millions of dollars in British 
Coluinhia In railway constnictior« during 
the year, wliicli might have goi the 
peop!,. into extravagant notions. 



TUB RIGHT OF DISSOLUTION. 

It please-) the Times to pretend that 
the ('oloiiisl has cited no authority for 
its proposition that Mr. Senilin is not 
entitled to a dissolution in the event of 
liis defeat in the house. This pretence 
is nnoh' fur tin.' puriiose of leading the 
iiiemliers of the legislatnri> now in ilie 
city to think thut oiir '■hum in tliis be- 
half is without foundation. We dislike 
very much to repeat statements and 
arguments made editorially, but to pre- 
vent a wrung impvossioti from being cdii- 
veyed we will do so to some I'xteiit. We 
have examined in these columns the 
history of every change of goveriiiio'ii I 
in Canada or in any of the Canadian 
provinces since confederation and have 
shown that in no case was a defi-at in 
the house followed by a d is.Joliit ion. This 
is as tru; of r!ri:isli Cidiimbia as of the 
other provmces. If ,Mr. .Scmiiu should be 
granted a dissolution in tlie event of his 
defeat it W(jiild be the lirst instance of 
till." kind in Briti-li ('..Imiibi.i .-iiid the 
"Illy instance of its kind in the history of 
the Ilrilish i)osses!,ioiis iu America for 
liilly lifty years. 

^\'e pointi'il out si'vcral conspii-iious in 
stances where a defeat bad not been 
followed by a dissolution. One of ilirsr 
was that of Sir .John M.u-doiiahl in l.ST:',. 
the only case in the history of flie Domin- 
ion, where a government was defisiteil 
ill (he house. Others were the defeat of 
the Hi'ningtoii government in New 
Brnnswicl; in ISSI; of the Mct'reiglit 
ministry in this province in 1.S7-; of the 
l>e Cosmos ministry in 187U; of the Ml- 
liott ministry in 1.S78, and of the Beaveii 
iiiiiiisiry in ISS:!. In neither of these 
'■ases did a dissolution follow the defeat, 
although the house was in session. We 
mentioned also the defeat of the .loly and 
Taillon ministries in Quebec, iu both of 
w-hich cases a dissolution was refused; 
the famous defeat of the Brown minis- 
try in the old province of Canada; a 
Nova Scotia case before confederation, 
where a dissolution was refused a de- 



feated ministry; tho defeat of the Staf- 
ford uiiiiistry ami the Grey ministry in 
Xew Zealand, also one in Tasmania and 
one in Victoria. To these must be added 
the recent government defeats in Vic- 
toria, Qneensluid, New South AVales, 
Tasmaniu, South Australia and New 
Zealand, lu all we liave cited twenty 
cases where a govenuiieiit tiefeateil in 
tile house was not granted a dissolution, 
although in tl-e majority of cases the 
defeated ministry rciiuestcd that one 
should bo granted. Leading colonial 
statesmen were participants in many of 
these transactions, and two of tliem, at 
least, formed a subject of correspon- 
dence with the Imperial goveriuuent, tho 
refusal iu each case receiving full en- 
dorsation. 

We have luentioned that those cases 
extciul back nearly forty years, and in 
view of tlie fact that responsible gov- 
ernment has only beeu established in the 
colonies a little over half a century, it is 
idle for any one to contend that those 
twenty instances were exceptions to 
sonio previ'jusly established rule. Wc 
have also pointed out that tho leading 
authorities on constitutional practice ex- 
pressly deny tho right of a defpated niiu- 
istiy to a dissolution, and claim that 
so far from this right existing, the con- 
trary is the (ase, and they ib'pri'cale in 
tlie strongest possible way the resm't to 
a dissoliiti in which cannot, except in 
rare instances, be for any other puriioses 
than to enable a i>arty, that happens to 
iic ill p.M\-i. t ; h(dd on notli withstanding 
their defeat by the people's repri'seiila- 
tives. It may be necessary to '■emiml 
some people that the British constitution 
does not recognize party govenuueut, 
mill hence to claim that any iiolitici! 
party, as a part.v, has a right to any- 
thing at the hands of the crown is to 
take an entirely unconstitutional posi- 
tion. , 

It is also noteworthy that in nearly 
e\ er.\ instance where a new governmeiu 
has liei n fo|-meil afti'r liu; defeat of Its 
]ireilecessor (Ui a vote of want of coii- 
lideiiie, it has gained strength, the di- 
vision on this vote by no means iiiilieat- 
iiig the snpiiort which the new ministry 
received afterwards in the limise. In 
every legislative assembly there are to 
be fiiund a number of members who arc 
I'repaii-d ii. give (heir independent sup- 
port to any ministry. It is these who 
usually determine the fate of govern- 
ments ill the house, just as it is the in- 
dependent vote that usually determines 
'.heir fate on an appeal to the people.

Gully, a favorite resort of the ferii hunter. 
being one of the finest idaees on the moun- 
tains for almost every ileserlpl Ion of fern 
and lyenpod. The place Is so niiiiii'il from 
the iiiultltudes of the strange combination 
of tdrd and animal by wlileh It was former- 
ly Infested, and Is reaelip.l by deseeuilliig 
from the lieail of the gully and following 
the coiirsi- of the stream, which Increases 
In force as it flows oinvanls, rroiii I lie 
stream, the sides of the giilly, tlilekly 
clothed with sassafras trees, run np In 
places to the height of Hon to liiH feet. 
There are several iiretty miniature water- 
falls, also several large pools. Tile stag- 
horn, birds'-nest. and other ferns growing 
here In profusion, iidd connldcrnbly to the 
beauty of tho place. Scenic tU-hits of this 
kind may be found In any number among 
tho mountains, which form, during th' 
warm mimmer months, frequented by visit 
ors from all parts of Australasia.

NEW THEORY ADVANCED.

Although nothing delinito has yet heen 
established in connection with the CShmt- 
mas Eve attempt to destroy tho Metho- 
dist Chinese mission on Fiflgard street 
with exploc^ives, the managtirs of the 
mission are still working in the endeavor 
to idenlifv the perpetrators of tlie deed.

ciiau of course had heard the story, 
when spoken to in the mailer, but vvas 
canliously averse to giving any opinion 
as yet. He hac< no evidence, he oli<serves, 
ami therefore iloes not waul to talk too 
mueli. On the contrary, the matron of 
the home denies that there can be any 
good ground for such an explanation nf 
the exphwioii. She deelares that the 
mission and the hoiiii> havi> little in cnin- 
iiion— that there have been no suitors for 
the bands of any of the home girls; and 
that any ( Miiiiese 'who have been leil to 
believe "that they would be allowed to 
marry iuiuateis of the home havt' been 
kept faitli with. Kev. Chan, they point 
out eiiipliatically, has been in no way 
ideiititii'd with their rescue work-in fact 
has never reuderod the slightest a.saist- 
anee in .securing their girls. The report 
that tho teacher of the Cii>n"'<" free 
school -an entirely separate institution- 
had been HoHouely assaulted a few even- 
ings ago, has also been connocted with 
the explosion, somewhat unwarrantably 
when It is known that the teacher's as- 
sailants were two white men.

Perron, the 
wonderful Frenchman who eoinmanded the 
Maliaratta army, arrived In Hindustan a 
penuyleHs petty oflleer from a maii-o'-war, 
and in nine years had aniassed between one 
and two millions sterling. Even more 
rapid was the progress if Col. Ilnnnay, who 
had to leave "John Company's" service to 
avoid the ballirrs. He entered the service 
of tho Nawab Wftalr of Oudc In 1T78, anil 
left It after threo years with a fortune 
of £300,000. Many other Trench and Kng- 
lish adventurers \<>orc noarly ns lucky. 

At that time there was not the prejudice 
against these mercenary swords which the 
military ethics of modern Europe have 
fostered. Fed foreigners have risen to 
eininenee In tlie Engll.ih sorvh'C, but large 
numbers of aliens were recruited for us 
In the Napoleonic wars. HesldeH the fa- 
mous Hessians, there were the French 
(.'liasseurs rirltaniilqiie, three Swiss regi- 
ments, the Corslcan Hangers, and the fJreck 
Lhdit Infantry. In the Crimean war a 
r.ermnn legion was recruited In Heligoland, 
bat tliey never distinguished themselves on 
the Held, anil the precedent Is not likely 
to be followed. 

In spite of the chilling efTeet of modern 
Ideas, the soldiers of fortune ot the nine- 
teenth century form a picturesque gallery 
—heroes and rascals, Fenians and Royallstn. 
Poles, Kntllshmon and adventurers of no 
country. 8ome of thcin like Lord Cochrane 
and Ilobart Pasha, have CRtabllshcd thcui- 
B^lves on a higher plane than tho raercen- 
nry can usually hope to occupy. The for- 
mer's brilllnnt record with the English, 
Chilian, Brazilian and Greek nnvles In turn 
is probably unique, though Paul .Tones may 
be sot down aa a bad aeeond. The ex-ap- 
prentlce ot a Whitehaven collier, who was 
the most suecessful Aiaerleiin oflleer In the 
war of Independence, and held eomniaiiil 
thereafter In the Fleiich, and then In the 
Russian navy. Is not the heroic llgure which 
modern eulogists In the United States lilf^ 
to picture, but he was a line seaman and 
a gallant lighter. In fact, he has the typi- 
cal soldier of fortune (for the aoeldent that 
lie fought at son does not rob him of bis 
place In that, gallery; 

The revolutionary wars of the continent 
have nuturnll.r attracted many of these 
adventurers. Count IlinskI was a Pole who 
fought the Itnssinns In his native land, and 
when all was lost took service under Schn- 
myl, I'riiice of CIrcassla. The Hungarian 
war of independence In 1848 next employ- 
ed his desperate valor, and at Tameswar 
he luid three liorses killed under liiiii. Fin- 
ally, he liceauH! ciiloni-l of a Tnrkisli iMilr- 
assicr rej^imeiii, and was known as Isl;aii- 
der Hey. In (he Ilimgarhin revolt, a, id at 
Tyriinn he hcM ;ils ground until hi' had 
l.isl tliree-l'iiurtlis of his battalion ami the 
\llhige streets were streaming with blood. 
A less attractive personality Is General 
Clust'rat, who sifrved as a eaptala.in the 
l''reiieli army lu Algeria, then "iiiidif ' I're 
niont. In th<? .•\iiierlcan elvll war; wan next 
a Fenian "general," and then- war. nWclster 
under . the- CS<>uiniune.' ..Dombrpw8kl^' another

TUB SWB'KP IN AIANITOBA. 

Col. ^^cIycnn^n of (xh'ngarry Says It 
Means That liibertilLMm In 
Doomed In the West. 

From the Montrejil Gazette. 

"Hon. Clifford Sifton is politically dead 
and burled, as he can neither be elected In 
his own or any other constituency in the 
province of Manitoba." 

The above message from the West to the 
Liberal-Conservatives of the l-^ast was 
brought by Lieut. -Cid. It. R. McLennan. 
-M.l'. foi tilengarry, who, as it will b- re- 
membered, took an active part In the con- 
test which ended In Hon. Tliomas Greeii- 
wa.v's i-vletlon from the premiership of 
.Manitoba. The Coloiiei was at the llnll 
yesterday, and being Interviewed, he told 
the story of the llgiit In the I'ralrli' Prov- 
ince. He said that It was .-!1 iMiiseiisc to 
state that the local govcrumeiit did not put 
forth every efrort to secure ;i triumph at 
I he polls. Not only did Mr. (Ireemvay and 
Ills friends do their level best to liolil their 
positions, but Col. McLennan says tho Dom- 
inion government worked Just aa hard, and 
Green way's defeat was Sif ton's as well, 

"J here is this In It," he went on, "Al- 
though Premier Greonway waa badly down- 
ed, the Laurler administration Is still more 
unpopular, and the defeat of the Ottawa 
cabinet will be quite as ddclslve In Maiil- 
obn when nn appeal to the country is made. 

"I was told," Col. McLennan said, "in- 
prominent Grits both In Manitoba and th" 
Territories, that they will oppose any man 
whom Clin'oi-il Slflon brlin;s Into the tlehl. 
nnd they do inu hesltiUe to s,iy that the 
Laurler goveriHiieiit will lie iiiiahle to elect 
a single supponer between Lake .Superior 
and tho I'uclflc ocean." 

THERE WERE DIPFIfJULTIES. 

Col. McLennan then told of tho tremen- 
dous difficulties Hugh John Mncdonald had 
to overcome, one of the most formidable 
lielng the partisan handling of the electoral 
lists. In many eases Conservative names 
w-ere sent lu by the score, yet Strang.' to 
say a great nnmher of these illsaiipeared. 
and a great iniiiiy electors w-ere deprived 
of the right to vote Frauds have already 
come to light, nnd more will follow ns there 
can be no doubt that the miu-hlne was out 
lu full fvrce for Greenway ami "purity." 

He explains the large Liberal maj jvlty In 
Haupbln by the fact that the partlsaii.s of 
the governtnent had placed eight hundred 
names 6ti ilio list, most of which bad no 
more rl.<^ht to be there than the man In 
the moon. Hngli ,Ion, he says. Is very popu- 
lar' throughont Manitoba, and he had ex- 
cellent candidates. 

"We expected to win all three of the Win- 
nipeg Heats," tho Colonel stated, "but the 
money that Is alleged to have come to Mr. 
McMillan's rescue was too potent to be over- 
come. The treasurer is also popular, but 
if he Is made lleutanant-goveraor, Mn.vor 
.\iiilrews will safely carry the seat. His 
Worship Is an able man, and Is a splendid 
speaker, and I helleve there is a bright 
future before bim." 

"What will Mr. Greonway do?" 

"He will have to resign very soon, and 
It Is Slated thai the premier saiil to a friend 
that he would no sit again In the legisla- 
ture. No doubt there will be further va- 
cancies, and Hugh John Mncdonald wdl 
protlt by them." 

THE FRENCH ELECTORS. 

Col. McLennan pxplnlns the extraordinary 
attitude of the French counties ns follows: 

"The French electors were evidently led 
to believe that the government would cer- 
tainly carry the country, and they sup- 
oosi'il that If they voted for Greonway more 
eoncessloiiH would be obtained. As It turn- 
ed out their position 1' an unfortunate 
one." 

"Did the school question jilay any part 
in the result?" 

"No; 1 do not think It did. Mr. Green- 
way and some oi" his friends atempled to 
bring up the question, but it was loo old a 
card, and had no etfeet. It was the tlrst 
time the Manltoha premier had ever been 
Judged Rtrlclly upon his merits as an ad- 
ministrator, and as be was weighed and 
found wanting, there was nothing left for 
the electorate to do but to pronounce con- 
ilemnatlon." 

The Colonel says the hostility to the Lau- 
rler ministry out West Is most remarkalile, 
as a goodly number ot people who support- 
ed Greonway cheerfully, stated that al- 
though they would vote for the Ijlberals In 
Manitoba politics, they would most cer- 
tainly support the Conservatives In tho fed- 
eral contest. Mr. Sifton, they declare, has 
carried things with too high a hand for the 
plain people of the West, nnd they are de- 
lermlued to teach him a lesson at the very 
llist oiiportnulty. 

Col. .McLennan iiald that the comparisons 
made oil the stnnip bi.'tween the Conserva- 
tive leaders, when they went out of power, 
and the Liberals, bad a wonderful elfect 
upon the people. It was renii'inbercd tluit 
IIiiu. .lohii Norquay died a poor man, and 
although Mr. Greenway began penniless hi.' 
has II farm house and slock valued at many 
lliousands, and while Hon. Mr. Daly left 
politics much poorer than- wlien be began,

THE GAME OF WAR. 

HuIcs and Customs Observed— Use 
of Flag oi; Truce— The Office of 
Spy. 

During the progress 6f tlie struggle 
1)ctween the British Bmpiro nnd tlie 
two Dutch republics in South Africa at- 
tention has been called to a nuniiber of 
■questions relating to cu.stoms commonly 
observed between nation.? at war. Siich 
quostionK a.s the status of war corres- 
pondents, tlio use of flags of truce, hos- 
])ital flags, tlin use of lyddite, the demiind 
for parole, the capture of horses and 
other goods, aiul the soi'/.irre of gold h.tVL' 
a v(>r.v real and vital interest to the 
reading public at the present time, nnd 
there are many others upon which Jt is 



civilized nations is and has'bccn in the 

past. 

Tl^ first (luostiou that uri.sos in d'.'al- 
iiig with this very large subject is, 
"What is warV" The most emiui'UL au- 
thorities describe war as an RTaicd con- 
test between independent uatious, nnd 
it (-an only be made by the sovereign 
i power of a state. When there is war 
between two imtions every subject of the 
one nation bccomesi in the eye of the law, 
Oil cmny to every subject of the other 
nation. This principle, carried, to ex- 
treme limits, would authorize the deten- 
tion, as jirisoners of war, of all Kubjects 
of one of the hostile parties travelliug or 
resident in the country of the other at 
the time of the outbreak of war and the 
coiiliscatiou of their goods, an extreme 
course adopted by .>iapoleoii, wlio in 
1S03, detained 10,000 British in prison 
until the peace of 1814, 'but one which 
is contrary to the tactics of modern war- 
fare, 

1 1 lias been usual to "eouimandecr" 
goods. Itussians were allowed during; 
tile C'rinieaii war to live (juielly both in 
l-wiglanil and France, hut in 1870 lios- 
lile suaugers were ordered out of Franco 
on a few days' notice. 

Bat w;u' is not a relation of man to 
man, but of stati' to slate, and its ob- 
ject, iiolitically speaking, is the redress 
by force of iuternatidHa! injury, wliile 
fniiii a niililary point of view il is to 
procure llii^ eoiiiplete subiiiissioii of the 
euemv as (juicklv and as cheaply as pos- 
sible. 

LAWS Oh' TIIIC GAMh:. 

'J'lierc are certain laws of the game, 
the general principle being that in ihc 
luoile of (rarryiiig on the war no greater 
liann '^'"ill be done to the enemy than 
necessity rcijiiircs for the purpose ot 
bringing liiin to terms. 

This priiicijde exeliules gratuitous bnr- 
barilies and every ilescriiitii'U of cruelty 
and insult that serves only to exasper- 
ate tlie sufferings or to increase the 
halrei! of the enemy without weakening 
bis strength or tending to procure his 
Mibiiiissioii. 

.Xalurally tlie use of poison is prohibit- 
ed; so is assassinatiini ; with regard to 
this latter point, a small force may pene- 
trate into the enemy's camp, and take 
tile general prisoner, or even kill h'lii, 
wirliout infringing any of the customs 
ot war,- or subjecting themselves, it tak- 
en, to' bo treated otherwise than as pris- 
oners of war. 

The enemy may bo destroyed by all 
legitimate means, and the users of high 
explosives are as mucli entitled to quar- 
ter as anybody else. 

A humane commander will endeavor 
not to hurt non-combatants, 'but no rule 
can be laid down on the SUbjeot. Tlie 
I'nitcil States iustructions say that it is 
lawful (hough an extreme measure, to 
turn back non-coinbatanls, in order to e.x- 
l)c{lite a siirremler, uheii the commander 
has exi>clled them in order to have the 
less mouths to 0.11. 

THE ENEMY. 
The enemy consists ot (I) armed 
forces and (li) unarmed population. The 
former may be destroyed as lung as they 
resist; the laiHT are iiiiniunc. unless 
they divest t lieniselvi's of their non-com- 
batant character, (juarler should never 
bo refused to men who surrender, un- 
less they have been guilty of such violn- 
tion of the customs of war as would ot 
itself expose them to the penalty of 
death; nnd, even when so guilty they 
should, whenever practicable be taken 
prisoners, nnd put on their trial, as it is 
seldom justiflnble for a combatant to 
take the law into his own bands against 
an unresisting enemy. Of course the 
wounded of the eheniy arc to be cared 
for second (uily to caring for one's own 
wouiKled. I'risonors mtiy not be coin- 
l)clled to aid their captors in military 
operations, hut they may ibe employed in 
any other manner suita'ble to their con- 
dition: and the captor should support 
them in a manner suitable to thdir con- 
dition. 

Unless thi'v have given a promise not 
to .itleniiii to escape, they are justified in 
making the attempt. 

In the act of escaping tliey 711,'iy be 
shot or otlicrwisi' Ivilied. but, if retaken, 
;ire not liable to any piniisbniciit for tin- 
attemjit. On the other hand, a rising 
among prisoners in order to effect a 
general escaiie ma.v be rigorously pun- 
ished even with dealii. A nation is not 
guilty of any breacli of the customs of 
war if it refuses to exciiangi' ils ]n-i;-;- 
oners. but detains llieni until th,> chise 
'>f I lie war, 

KBLEASli OF PRISONEKS. 
Prisoners -who are released on parole 
generally pledge theraselTcs against nc- 
t ive service against the onemy during the 
existing war, but they may drill recruits, 
(luell disturbances or fight h(dligereuts 
who are unconnected with the parolling 
enemy. I'aroUing is a voluntary con- 
tract; tlie captm- is not obliged to jiarole 
u prisoner of war, and a pri.soner may, 
he choose n^inain i:i captivity. .A 
prisoner who gives his i)arole has no 
authority to idedgi^ Iiimsidf never to 
serve against :i particular enemy. The 
pledge must be coiiMned to a limited 
time, and the laws of the prisoner's own 
eiuinti-y may make further restrictions. 

If a iirisiiner makes an engagement 
whicli is not approved of by his own 
government, he is hound to return and 
surrender himself to the eiii'uiy, 

.V soldier caniKd, according to the 
lOnglish praelice, give bis ])arol(_- exce|it 
tlii-ough a commissioned olllcer. As a 
geiKiral rule a coniniandiiig olllcer has an 
implied :iuthority to give his parole on 
ladialf ot liiins(df and the ollb.'ers and 
men under his command, but an inferior 
oIlH'cr ought not to give- parole eillicr 
for himself or ills men without the au- 
thority of a superior ofllccr, if such an 
odlccr ibc v.'ithin rea(di. A state has no 
power to force its subjects to act con- 
trary to their parole, but it may punish 
tliosi! who have given their jiaroles con- 
trary to the law of their country. A re- 
eaptiirod prisoner who has violated his 
parole may be punished' with dcatli, Such 
a coursevis untisual except in nn aggra- 
vated case, 

RETALIATION. 
Hetalintlon is military vengeance. It 
takes place where nn outrage commit- 
ted on one side is avenged by the com- 
mission of a similar net on the other. 
For example, . an, unjust execution of 
prisoners ib.v'the enemy may he tollowed 
^^y the cxccrutloU. of nn equal number of 
prisoners "ijiy their opponents. Retaliation 
ahdv'ahould 



onlj- be resorted to in the last neces- 
.sit.y. It may he well to notice, for the 
purpose of reprobating it, the iden'bnco 
prevalent tliat a garritron, wliich obsti- 
nately defended' a place afters'it.,Sdtf;r'in' 
the opinion of the, enemy,. bectfmo.'uhteh- 
ablo luight be put'td the Bwbrd. 

The object of wor isrcompensation for 
an injury. This compensation may or 
may not be held to indtide tlie expenye 
of the ■war, so it is lawful to take from 
the onemy anything that conduces to liis 
means of resistance. It is unusual to 
wantonly damage churches, museunis 
and the" like. I'ublic property is distin- 
guished from private. The use of, and 
rents and other profits from, public land 
and buildings form part ot the spoils ot 
war, as do the arms, implenicnt.s of war, 
.stores and every other description of 
moveable projierty bt»longiug to the state. 

'I'he retention of archives is a bar- 
barism, and prohiluteil by th<- cv..itoms 
of war. The sei'/.tire of sculptures, pic- 
tures, etc., has received some sanction 
fnuu the repealed practice ot civilized 
nations, but would seem incompatibh> 
with tlu! admitted restriction ot tlie rights 
of war to depriving the enemy ot such 
things only as eiiablo him to make re- 
sistance, and can ouly be justitied as a 
measure ot retaliation. No complaint 
could possibly be made against this coun- 
try for its practice with regard to re- 
quisitions. The Duke of Wellington on 
entering Farnce sent the Spaniards baclt 
soon than bave recourse to forced re- 
quisitions. But the stern rule of the 
customs of war is that "war may be made 
to support war, and iboth French and 
Gennuns liave constantly exercised the 
right of levying forced requisitions. 

I^ooting, in spite of a certain song, is 
au offence under the Army act, piinisli- 
aldo with death. Though authorized pil- 
lage is an extreme mode of laying con- 
tributions on individuals. But this 
should only be restored to in the last

.\lll-HAUV OCCUPATION. 

Jlilitary occupation of a country must 
be real. Its test is exclusive posses- 
sion, and it ceases directly the invaders 
retreat or advance in such a manner as 
to (luit their hold on the occupied terri- 
tory. In tlie event of a military occupa- 
tion, the authority of the regular gov- 
eriinieiit is suppl.'inted by that of the in- 
viiding army. The rule imposed by tlie 
invadei-s is ilic law of war, but it has 
only relation to the inhabitants of the 
invaded country; nn English army of oc- 
cupation remains under English military 
law. I!ut the invader may use his own 
discretion as regards the inliabilanis, lie 
may abrnu-al,' any law of the country 
ami siilisiiinic olher rules. He may 
iiiaki' \>i-\v n-ibunals or let things go on 
as hefiirc. Ill i)iinisliiug the inhabitants 
I'm- breaking any of the rul(>s by an .-iCi 
which is only a' crime through being in- 
jurious to him, be should exercise the 
greatest leniency consisiont with the 
safety and well-being of liis army. 
THE OFFICER AND SPY. 

A spy !> 1 person who is found in a 
district" OCC-, ,cd by the enemy Collect ill 
in formal ion secretly and in disguise, 
olllcer in unifnnn, however nearly he 
a|iproaehes 10 the enemy, is not a siiy, 
,and. if taken, niusi be treated as a pris- 
oiii'r of war. Spies, when taken, arc 
punishable with ileath, since, as A'attel 
observes, there is scarcely any other 
means of guarding -.igainst the mischief 
they may do. 

No one can be called upon to under- 
lake till' oilicc Id' spy. A eoinmauder may, 
Id' course, avail himself of a traitor's 
inforniation. N'attcl says suborning 
treachercdis inforniation is not uncidii- 
iiiini, thotigli a thing not boasted of. If 
an oilieer voliiiuarily makes ov(U'tures to 
an enemy, under iirctcnc-e of being a 
traitor, and then .gives false inrorni.-i- 
tiidi. his conduct is dislionorabli^ and eon- 
trary lo the customs ot war. I'jvery

Vancouver Mass Meeting Warm- 
ly Resents Slight by Do- 
minion Government. 



Movement to Secure Acceptance 
Of Well Equlppd ICorps 
of Roughrlders.

Vancouver, .Tan. 1. — There vi-ns a large, 
ropret^eiitative ami onthusiastic gathering 
of citizens in tin- council chamber of the 
city liall tlii,s afternoon, presided over by 
the Mayor. His Worship explaine<l that 
the meeting had been called that the citi- 
zenfi might express their views rognrdiug 
the very oxtxaordinnry way that IBrilitih 
Columbia hail been Ireateil i:i regard to 
the sending of a second coutiugent to 
South Africa. Ho thought the govern- 
ment's action in leaving British Oolumbia 
entirely out nC it was hard to uniler.stand, 
as in the province there was a class of 
wen that would nusiver tlie purposes ot 
Grcjit 15ritain Ul lUc Trunsvaal war Ijct- 
ter illiUl lilt'll lili'liet! I'roin any other part 
of tlie boinluloii. He tlioiight soine of 
those present might nugKet^t a Une of 
action, or some remedy for this slight ou 
the part of the Ottawa governinenl. 

Col. Falkland Warren being eailed 
upon stated thjit he could not .tinderstaiid 
wliy i'.ritish Columbia h:id been left out 
ot "the secoiii! contingent, and it was no 
ii.se guessing at a rea.>-;oii. In referring 
to the war the Colonel said that tlie 
reason Great Hritaiii h;iil not been suc- 
(,wr;fnl so far was bec:iuse she had to 
meet an entirely new i)liaM' of warfare. 
Tlie I'.oer.s were good shots, good ridem 
and iiiovisl with ei'lerity. While the 
enemy eiiiild move eight miles in the lirst 
hour " Hritisli troops ronld move liiily 
about two; in a day tin- enemy eould 
cover forty miles, while tlii' I'.i'itish 
forces were covering about ten. 'J'liese 
faiis must lie in the minds of the auth- 
orities in England. They are facta that 
are r;t;ning as iu the face, and we muat 
:idiuit Hint .soldiers from the mnnufaetar- 
iiig cities are not what arc needed most 
now. The demand is for mounted men. 
ilend sholH, eyes for the enemy, aiul !i< 
believed British Columbia coi^ld sTipply 
tlie Mother Country'.s weeds better tlian 
elsewhere. We have, he continued, in 
this country the liill-cliniherK, wlio carry 
Uieir rille and grub-stake on tlieir hack, 
ou long, loneAOme tramps, who are dead 
rihots and enured to hardshiiw, with the 
blimp of locality very largely developed. 
Thcro was much more excellent reason- 
ing on the .same lines from Col. \A'arren, 
and at the dose of his remarks his warm 
p.it riotic Hentimenls were loudly cheered. 
Col. \Varreii submitted tlie draft of a 
resolution, which wh« afterwards adopt- 
ed, with some nlterations and additiontJ. 
asking the provincial government ifor aid 
in r;iisiiig a corps of rough riders. 

Sir llibbert Tuiiiht seconded the reso- 
lution, hut siiggest(Hl amendments. lie 
anticipated nothing but the most cordial 
co-oi>eiatii)n on the p:irt of the Uritish 
Colnni'iiia government. They bad come 
forward once before in the matter of the 
I'aeilic cable, and ^<hamed two govcni- 
ineiits— tlie Imperial and Doiniuioii — into 
action. .\ big expenditure wa,s involved 
on that occa»iioii. while in this instaiu'c 
the cost of equipping from 100 to .")()0 
men was a iiiere leigatellc. 11c sI)oke 
of the great iiiiiubi'r anxious to gu to the 
front. When in ISoi.ndary eleven able- 
bodied ineif came to him ;iud requested 
that be lake tliiir u.'imes and ine:i.-;nre- 
nients and send the ligures lo the i>roper 
antliorities. \\'lierever be went strong, 
lirave mi'ii iiupiired anxiously of him if 
I here wan any way they could get to the 
front. Sir llibbert aroused tht entliiisi- 
aKUi of tile audience by eloquent refer- 
ence to Her Majesty tlie Queen, Great 
l>rit:iiii aiid C;nia<la. 

Mr. White Frawer, ex-inspcctor of 
.Mounted Police, stated that equipping 
the corps would cost ?2.50 per man, all 
equipped nnd transferrcid, leaving nothing 
for the Imperial governmont ■ to do but 
I>rovide :ininninition. The.v couUl be got 
ready for transportation in about three 
week.s. Tliey would not be soldiers, but 
tlie best kind of scouts. 

Aid. GSimour nnd Dr. Bell-Irving pre- 
sented the draft ot another rcfiolution, 
n.sking the Ottawa ttovornment to Rive 
British Ooluai'biii a place on the ficcond 
contingent. The two resolutions rend 
one after the other cauHed some confu- 
sion. 

Professor Odliim staterl, in speaking to 
the second resolution, that he had two 
sons at the front and would pay for ont- 
litliiig tlic third if he wanted to go. 

I'lilice Magistrate KuHsell -said that a 
resolution shottld ho passed and sent to 
t!ie provincial government e.xplniuins 
that the present represcntntivo ineotins 
would undertake to sny ■ that .VnncoUTor 
would eari- for the relatives of those who 
wont to the front. 

Mr. Tisdall, M. V. V.. .-^iiid lie would 
undertake to , in form the govcniinent iu 
tliis re";)i"ctv and would vote .for tlii^ 
equnipiiiL' of a corps DC momited .seouis 
by Ili-itlidi Cidiniibia's govcriiniein, and 
use what intiuoneo he. hud to ihring the 
mfttter ',t9' avsuc,ccssful.'tesue;i;> -y^^ ■ 



It was suggested by several present 
that Mr. II. D. Ilelmeken, -M. I'. 1'.. be 

asked to arrange a similar mass iiieeting 
iu Victoria to co-operate with Vancou- 
ver. 

.\.nioug others who spoke to the second 
resolution were Aid. Skinner, .Major 
r.ennetr, William Cast-idy, City Solicitor 
llamer»ley, who acted as secretary of 
the meeting, and C. .McCarthy. 

After a lengthy discussion three resolu- 
tions were pa.ssed as aineiuleil am! in tin- 
order given below— the first and last 
umiuiinously "ml '^vith enthusiaMin, the 
second (Aid. GiliuourV), with one or two 
dissenters, who thought that it might 
interfere with the tirst resolution and 
lead the Homiuiou government to mis- 
construe the motive of the meeting. 
These were the resolutions: 

1st. " Whereas it haH been distinctly 
shown lhat an efficient corps from Brit- 
ish Columbia could be raised at once ifor 
active service in South Africa; it la 
therefore resolved that the fallowing tcie- 
gram be sent to the Hon. Mr Seniliii, 
premlca- of British Oolumbia: ' There is 
cousideratole feeling over British Colum- 
bia being loft out of the second cnntiu- 
gent of Canadian troops for the Trans- 
vaal. It is believed that a corps of from 
100 to 500 rough riders can he raised in 
the province on short notice for active 
service. Will yolir government recom- 
mend this and assist in caaipment, and 
urge the Dominion government to co- 
operote with your government and accept 
the services of the corps Hven if 
British Columbia is not repretiented in 
the second contingent, the Uritish Cid- 
umbia government is requested to equip 
and ofTer a corps of mounted scouts for 
active .service iu the Traiirivanl.' " 

:;ud. " That a telegram be sent to the 
Hon. Mr, Uordeii, minister of militia, 
urging liim to take a quota of the i^>uth 
African second contingent from the prnv- 
liice of Britidi Columbia, ns there urc a 
largo numVier of rough ririoi-s oonipotcut 
for scouts anxious and ready to go." 

The third resolution was a request fo 
the other cities, towns and districts of 
liritisli C(dumbia to co-operate with Vaii- 
eiuiver in urging upon the proviiiei;il 
government to eo'.ii;) a corjis of mounted 
scouts for South African service. 

It was understood at the meeting that 
if the Honiiiiion govcrunient would not 
sh;ire in the cost of equipment and trans- 
portation, Uritish Columbia's government 
would he asked to undertake it alone. 
The meeting: broke up w-ith the singing 
of the national anthem.

Origin of the I"av(;rite I'erfunie and 
Histiny i>f Its .Manufacture. 

From the New York Times. 

It was la the days when the grandmoth- 
ers, or possibly even the grcat-grandinoth- 
ers. that the Kleiider little bottle of attar of 
ri)seM llmirlshed In all Us glory. It was then 
I'uat every fiilr ilanie, in her sllk-iinilted pet- 
tlcoai hiid gay-colored boiin'aut draperies, 
with her plitiiresque ebihorate coiffure, had 
on the toj) of her claw-footed high bureau, 
or In the drawer with bcr greatest treasures 
and daintiest articles of dress, at least one 
of the swect-Bcentcd vials. 

They were such pretty little things of 
clear glass, with quaint deslgn-s In gold oh 
the outside, loug and slender, a iplea.suut 
size to hold In my lady's fair white hand, 
and suggesting all sorts of mysterious 
charms of the East, less known then than 
now. Within the last few months there has 
been almost a furore among New York 
women for some new— new to New York 
—and fnBClnatliig Eastern perfumes, and 
they call to mind the little bottle of attar 
ot roses, still In existence, but little heard 
of outside of louiautic uid novels. The new 
perfumes are Interesting enough In them- 
selves for at least a passing mention. 

First on the list comes the Gul Uen Zee, 
a Creek iierruiiie named after the Persian 
festival called the Scattering of the Uo.ses, 
the festival which was In jirocess of cele- 
bration at the time when Lalhc Uookh left 
Didlii for t'ushnuTo for the celebration of 
her nuptials with the young king. Heae.tl- 
fnl cblUlren strewed roses through the 
streets of Delhi until "every part of the 
illy was as fragrant as if a caravan of mu«k 
froii! Klioten hail pssed through It," There 
Ik a s:iiiiile\vr:-i! pi-'rfaiue, reinliilsoent or 
the eaiulalwood bexo.i, also treasures of 
(he granJniotlier.^, fiU'Ofrt scented and beau 
tlfnlly carved, la which she kept her fada 
and her lovc-letter.s. The young woninn of 
to-dny tnkcj the perfume In this form iu 
fitead of In the box, which like the attar of 
roses, Is still Ir. existence, but not so nuich 
a hcnisehold treasure as In yonrs past. 

There is I'ortocal Au?;aula, orange h'cps 
Fom; Vloreuta oren, violet; Chlche, hou- 
quet, and another Eastern treasure that 
ihe girl of to-day has Is a (ftativct that her 
grandmother would have given her eyes to 
have had, one that It Is guaranteed Is made 
from the very same recipe ns that usfd by 
the beauties of the harems of Turkey, and 
that has been used by them since as long 
ago as the days of the Roman Kniplre. All 
these are IntcroBtIng, but they do not have 
the same fasiluallon ns the quaint little 
bottles of attar of Toscs, In every drop Of 
which was the Imprisoned fragrance of 
acres of lieaiitlful roses. 

There Is on.' ros" that Is devoted to the 
mannfaetnr" of tli(> attar or the essential 
oil. the beimtlfnl red Damask rose, the Itosa 
Ibimasconii, the very same rose with which 
the young king had arches made ami 
thrown from hedge to heilg'' for t\.o miles 
outside of Cashmere along the road which 
I. alia Uookb passed on her journey, "those 
rarest roses from which the Attar Ou', 
more precious than gold, la dlstIIIe<L 

I'.ulgarla Is the chief country from which 
comes the attar, Kazanallk being the ceu- 
ter and principal market place, while a 
very considerable amount Is also made In 
Germany. From Persia, the land of ro- 
mance aad roses, there should be a superior 
quality of the attar, but although It Is 
made there the romance which surrounds 
It does not make It at all superior to that 
from other lands. France has a little, but 
superior attar. It Is made in other coun- 
tries, but in comparatively small quantities. 

The procesH of manufacture after the 
fields have lieon brought to n perfection of 
Mooiii is eoinparatlvely simple. Much de- 
pi'iids upon llic climatic ciiiulltloas for the 
perfi'ct coniliilon of the flowers. After a 
mild winter, with a cool, damp, early sum- 
mer, not loo wet or too hot. tlnnigh It may 
lie necessary to resort to artlllelHl Irrlg.a- 
tlon to brliiK' the plant to perfection, the 
llowers ciiiiie out in fine condition, nnd .'i 
large amoir.it of attar Is the result. A hot 
Southern wlml during the picking In Bui 
garla will ruin the crop even then. Hot 
nnd dry weather during picking Is also un- 
favorable, but not so fatal. 

The pleUIng Is an Interesting proiess. It 
is done by the poorer classes ot the people. 
ICach blossom Is picked Just below the 
oalys, thrown Into big baskets provided for 
the purpose and then carted away to the 
distillery, which Is near at /hand. The 
tlowers must be used Imniedlatidy, or they 
sour and Iobc their fragraure. The ijlcklng 
Is done In Jniie nnd July ami lasts prac- 
tically a nioath -from the middle of one 
niontii to the middle of the next. 

In the vicinity ot the rose fields In Oer- 
niany the .^cIio.tIs are closed during the 
seiiKdii of the rose picking, and the children, 
Willi their mothers, devote Iheniselves r.i 

the work, n Ivliig .a nominal sum fot 

their laliors. There Is no work done in tlie 
middle of the day, the picking being done 
ill the iiirly moriilng. and In the evening, 
when the roses will not deteriorate so 
quickly. 

An enormnus quantity of roses is reqiilreil 
to inalce a small iiiiantlty of oil; ri.fiOO Idles 
one man in the business says, will yield 
one kilo of oil, or, as another says, 0,(!00 
pounds of roses will make 2.2 pounds of oil, 
nnd to produce those 0,000 pounds of rosea 
It retiulrea an area of 2,471 acres of rose 
plants, 'ihe price of attar of roses varies 
according to the crops. A woman going to 
a pharmacy In New York recently paid lOt'." 
for two drops of rose oil. That may or may 
not have been ndultcrnted. Ke. bible dealei.^ 
often find It difficult to obtain the imre ar- 
ticle, anil It ina.v not be considered adulter- 
ated la a retail shop when 11 Is d'luted. Tlie 
wholes.iie prn. i'dll vary from .f<i to an 
ounce. Tliniigh Moore says the -Mtar (!ul 
Is more iireeleUH than golil, 11 Is by no 
means the most precious of perfumes, for 
musk Is sohl at S-."> and .$r!0 an ounce. 

The process of distillation Is always sim- 
ple. The (lowers are distilled wdth iloable 
their weight ot water. Part of this Is drawn 
off j the operation Is repeated' several times 



the result of the si'veral distillations being 
nihlned and illslllled iigaln and tlii.> llqiiul 
ilrawn from the last, distillation Is allowed 
to stand for a day or two, when the oil Is 
skimmed off. The water scented by this 
proce.s.s Is the rose water familiar as a 
toilet article. A rose p.. made which Is 
largely used for perfumes Is maile by cov- 
ering the rose leaves with purilled hud or 
marrow, which absorbs the odor quickly. 
Then It Is Bepartatcd from the leaves ami 
placed In hermetically sealed cans, where It 
will remain sweet for twenty years or moie. 
For use It la combined with frozen spirits 
of cologne, when It known as rose po- 
made. The pomade Is used largely for 
perfumes and the oil for flavorings. It 
flavors the rose confectionery, and Is found 
In dentifrice, snchets and more practlci^ 
articles of merchandise. 

The greatest amount of rose oil, accord- 
ing to the statistics of a few years ago, 
comes to France and America. Those two 
countries are grounped together In the 
statistics nnd received one year l."Ol kilos. 
Constantinople Is next at -IT.S kilos, Engiaml 
nnd Germany following with 4(j<) and -t'l'i 
klloa rcHpectlvcly. Italy took the least, 
only three kilos In the year. The Turkish 
government favoring the manufacture, ha*: 
granted the rose farmers exemption from 
taxes and Inteinal revenues for several 
years. 

The attor of roses Is put up for export In 
different ways. Queer copper containers, 
tin lined, shaped something like a canteen 
and In different sizes, holding ten, twenty 
or eighty ounces arc used somewhat. The 
cans arc covered with a parehmcnt-llk..' 
material, and carefully sealed. In more at- 
tractive form It comes In largo glass bot- 
tles, the size nnd shape of the bottles tha! 
ligured In what was known at one time as n 
gilt design very much like tho.'io of the fa- 
miliar little nttnr of rose bottles of past 
history.
